Sv occupant of (he White House was 
ever so false to all American idcala.

The election of Hughes and Fairbanks 
will mean the- restoration to the Negro 
of all of which Wilson and hi* aatoci- 
atea havo robbed him In the laat four 
years and give him an equal oppor- 
tunity with other cbune* of citiaena 
in the struggle for advancement. 

In the celebrated peonage case of 
Loaxo Bailey, Justice Hughes wrote a 
deciaion in which be interpreted 
the Thirteenth Amendment aa, "A 
charter of universal civil liberty for ail 
pereon's, of whatever rn.ee, coloT or ea- 
tate, intended to abolish slavery of 
whatever name or for m. and . all ita 
budges and incidents; to render im- 
possible any state of bondage, to make 
labor free, by prohibiting involuntary 
servitude.

It U up to every Negro voter to 
deride for himself whether bo would 
prefer t" hove Hughes, who will pro- 
tect hie rights or Wilson, who will dc 
trpy them, as president for the next 
four years. .
